Tokio, July 30.—Mutsuhito, for for- 
ty-four years emperor of Japan, died 
at 12:43 o’clock this morning. Yoshihi- 
to, Haru-No-Miya reigns under the 
formula provided by the constitution 
promulgated by Mutsuhito, “the king 
is dead; long live the king!” 

Mutsuhito, who was the 121st a 
peror of Japan, passed gently away. 
He had been unconscious for many 
hours prior to his death, and the em-| 


prominent officials of the household 
and government were at the bedside. 

Haruko, now dowager empress, 
yields to Princess Sadako, the young 
empress, who is the mother of three 
sons,.of whom the eldest is Hirohito. 
Haruko has won universal sympathy 
because of her untiring vigil in the 
sick room, where she remained con- 
tinously for ten days. Even on the last 
day she pitifully begged the physi- 
cians to secure a short respite for the 
dying emperor. 

Nation Watched Pathetically.

The whole nation watched pa- 
thetically, because the death of the 
emperor would establish a new record 
in the history of Japan and the peo- 
ple clung almost fiercely to the tradi- 
tion with which the dying monarch 
appeared indissolubly linked.

The tedious task of selecting the 
jury to try Mrs. Grace for shooting 
with intent to kill her boyish hus- 
‘band was completed at 11:30 o'clock, 
and immediately after both sides 
plunged into the examination of wit- 
nesses, which will last until Wednes- 
day afternoon. Five witnesses were 
heard.

As is usual] 
in such cases, the patient on occasion 
showed marked signs of improvement, 
followed by a relapse. Since July 23 
the cundition of the emperor gradual- 
ly became worse,. with high | fever, 
weak and irregular pulse and shallow 
respiration. 

When the physicians recognized the 
hopelessness of the case every prepa- 
ration was made for the end. The 
imperial princes, the ministers and 
notabilities were summoned to the 
palace and remained in the outer 
rooms for twenty-four hours. 

A few of the oldest who have been 
closely associated with the emperor 
were permitted to see the emperor, 
while the public, contrary to custom,

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"WEE JAP MAIDEN HEARTBROKEN 
OVER DEATH OF HER EMPEROR 


By Flo Rene Watts. 
is in Georgia a loval little 
subject of Japan who is grieving as 
deeply over the emperor’s death as 
any of her countrymen. She loved her 
emperor dearly, and will not be con- 
soled. ‘“‘My emperor is dead!” she cries. 
She is Aya Tokeda, the clever little 
Japanese, who hag attended Brenau 
college, at Gainesville, since 1910. First 
graduating from the well-known Eng- 
lish school of Miss Tsuda, of Tokio,

‘she then accepted the invitation of the 


Students’ league of Brenau to come 
over and prepare herself to go as a 
missionary among her people. Much 
has been written concerning this de- 
lightful little visitor from the land of 
cherry blossoms, but. these intimate 
into her life and personality 
coming from a devoted friend, are of 
especial interest. 

The friend says: “Aya is the only 
foreigner at Brenau, and is loved by 
every member of the faculty and ev- 
ery student, but the negro servants 
think her some visitor from another 
world, and stay away from _ her as 
much as possible: She cannot’ under- 


,; Stand the distinction of race, although 


there are marked differences in caste 
in her land. She came to school to 
be taught, but I think we have learned 
more from 'er than she from us. Un- 
consciously she has taught us what 
real politeness, gentleness and modesty 
are, and as she says, ‘Japanese girls 
do not talk so loud nor laugh so much 
at eating.’ Her patience in learning 
the English language nas been: re- 
markable for, although she attended 
an English school in -apan, she had 
to begin all over. To think of having 
to struggle through geometry, trigo- 
nometry anc higher arithmetic again! 
One day she said to me: ‘Oh! I feel so 
simple—here I am with a great big 
body (she is of very small’: stature) 
and the mind of a child. When the 
teacher Says to me, ‘‘Aya, how much is 
two and two?” I have to find what 
two means in Japanese, add the fig- 
ures, and then find four in English.’ ” 
Falsehood and deceit are unknown 
quantities to this little maiden, and 
her naive simplicity of manner is re- 
freshing as well as admirable. 
Although accustomed to wear 
kimonos and sandals all of her 
she now wears tight skirts and high- 
heeled pumps, as. gracefully as any 
of her American sisters. When ques- 
tioned why she had discarded her na- 
tive costume, she answered: “I can- 
not do American work in 
clothes, I cannot get to my classes 
on time with loose sandals on my 
feet.’

| ATLANTA MANUFACTURERS’ EXPOSITION. 


Showing to Atlantans themselves and to visitors who will be 
present from all parts of the south what is and can be manufac- 
tured in this-city, the Atlanta Manufacturers’ Exposition, which 
opens formally Wednesday evening and which extends through 
August 10, ought to mark.a new epoch in stimulating the indus- 
trial activities of this city. 

The exposition was projected by the manufacturers’ committee 
of the chamber of commerce. Brooks Morgan.is president, W. G. 
Cooper treasurer, and Frank Weldon secretary and manager, with 
J. K. Orr chairman of the executive committee. Fifty-five exhibi- 
tors are putting their products on display, and the articles to_be 
shown comprise a range which will undoubtedly surprise thousands 
of Atlantangs now ignorant of the manufacturing assets of the city 
and the territory contiguous. 

The object of the display is two-fold: 
age of home industries by demonstrating that articles made in At- 
lanta factories can compete in quality and price with those brought 
from outside the state; and, second, by indicating what has already 
been accomplished in the industrial field, to encourage the invest- 
ment of more capital in such enterprises.

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A JOB FOR THE PLAIN PEOPLE. 


Readjustment of the unjust and medieval tax system of Geor- 
gia, with its constant gap between revenue and needs, depends upon 
the plain people of Georgia making known their unmistakable man- 
date to the legislature. An unequivocal popular verdict handed 
down, the lawmakers will not be long in instituting reform. 

The need for such is emphasized, dramatically, by a symposium 
published on this page. It is a personal narrative of how the heads 
of many Georgia institutions are compelled each year to cringe and 
beg for bare maintenance charges, not to mention the cost of im- 
provements and depreciation. 

Chancellot Barrow, of the University of Georgia; President 
K. G. Matheson, of the “Tech,” one of the university's most 1mpor- 
tant adjuncts; M. L. Brittain, superintendent of state schools; Presi- 
dent M. M. Parks, of the Georgia Normal and Industrial college, 
and W. G. Connor, principal of the state school for the deaf, all 
tell substantially the same story. 

Strikingly illustrative of the plight of all the institutions are 
phrases used by President Matheson. The Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, supplying a need inseparably interwoven with the develop- 
ment of the new south, has expanded in a manner that 1s nothing 
short of phenomenal. . Like every other state institution, it has vin- 


‘dicated its inauguration and the money spent for maintenance and 


improvements with finality. Yet, as Dr. Matheson puts it, the 
trustees. or the responsible officials, each year approach the legis- 
lature with petitions for funds to meet upkeep and the exigencies 
of growth with a feeling that they are “pleading criminal to the 
charge of progress.” 

The spectacle holds, whether the institution be educational or 
eleemosynary. Like every business or every family that grows and

THAN WEALTHY GEORGIA 
Editor Constitution: I have read 
With great interest, your strong edi- 
torial on “Why a Rich State Appears 
Bankrupt.” Georgia is a prosperous 
State and vet its teachers are tardlly 
paid, and some of its institutions need 
@ larger suppcrt. These conditions are 
not so bad in neighboring southern 
ftates although the states themselves 
are poorer in resources, A remedy 
must be found in Georgia. Your edi- 
torial suggests the proper remedy—~ 


that the development of the univer- 
sity and its branches during the pas! 
seven years has been nothing short of 
remarkable, and statistics prove the 
record to be one of which the Stat 

may well be proud. This, too, in the 
face of inadequate state support that 
is becoming nation-wide in its public- 
ity. Investigation will show that Geor- 
gia standg relatively near the botton 
of the list of states in their support 
of theie universities, though it is the 
richest state in the south, and one of 
the richest in the union, and the con- 
dition, instead of improving, grows 
worse each year, so that now the rep- 
resentatives of the various institu- 
tions in appearing before the appro- 
priation committees of the legislature, 
feel like criminals at the bar plead- 
ing guilty to more progress than is 
evidently wished. 

Teachers are generally supposed to 
be lacking iu business qualifications, 
but what business policy is so weak 
and unworthy as one that practically 
commands the exeoutives of the state 
colleges to cease their efforts for ex- 
pansion and to rest content with draw- 
ing their salaries for lukewarm efforts 
that produce perfunctory results? Ac- 
tually these college executives ar+# 
deeply embarrassed to announce the 
annual progress made, and to ask for 
the pruned pittances inseparable t9 
such expansion. The more so as the 
impression is gaining ground that 
what is really wished is to have pro- 
nounced the verdict, “Well done, good 
and faithless’ servant; as thou hast ac- 
complished nothing, and can therefore 
ask for nothing, we command thee,” 

Seriously, the situation is most dia- 
couraging, and demands the best 
thought of Georgia’s best citizens fur 
solution. It will not be difficult to se- 
cure weaklings and incompetents fo 
administer Georgia's institutions if 
that be desired, but ambitious, virile 
men in this twentieth century of prog- 
ress-will not be willing to serve in 
such institutions.

A minority report was submitted by 
nine members of the committees, some 
of whom were not present at the com- 
mittee meeting, recommending that 
the bil] do not pass.

Adams. 


First Liability Bill. 


Senators Harrisand Sheppard intro- 
duced Georgia's first HMability bil in 
the senate, defining the liability of 
employers to employees in hazardous 
employments in case of persona] injury 
or death.

H. FE. Honeywell, of St. Louis, land- 
ed here in the early dawn near the his- 
toric Bull Run battlefield, having de- 
feated all other entries in the elimina- 
tion race from Kansas City to decide 
which three Americans should take 
part in the international balloon con- 
test to start from Stuttgart, Germany, 
October 26 next, for the James Gordon 
Bennett trophy. 

Captain Honeywell and his aide Roy 
FF, Donaldson, spent 35 hours in the air 
and, as the crow flies, covered 925 
miles. 

“We could have remained in the air 
all day and if conditions had been fav- 
oraLle would, I believe, have estab- 
lished an American record,” said 
honeywell. 

“But when it began to rain and with 
a storm surrounding us we were afraid 
we might be blown out over the ocean.” 

Allowing for the fact that their 
course from Kansas City to Manassas 
was roughly in the shape of a crescent, 
the airmen estimated that they sailed 
more than 1,200 miles. 

Patted Hunchback for Luck. 

“For good luck we patted a hunch- 
backed newsboy before we left Kansas 
City. That is why we won,” said the 
captain laughingly. 

“Despite the fact that I have made 
175 balloon trips, this was, in some 
respects, the most interesting I ever 
made. We had no untoward inci- 
dents,” continued the captain. &“The 
finest thing of the whole trip,‘and I 
wish I had the vocabulary to describe 
it properly, was a cloud effect we saw 
when crossing the Alleghenies last 
night. We were betwen strata of 
clouds. The full moon was shining 
brightly. The clouds formed them- 
selves into shapes resembling forests 
and with the moon. gleaming through 
these cloud branches, something like a 
glorious setting sun behind a net work 


of woods, it was the most beautiful, 
sight I have ever seen.” 

Neither Captain Honeywell or his 
aide had a wink of sleep during the 35 
hours they were In the balloon. They 


had provisions to last many days. 
Ice Cream for Ballast. 

“Did you ever hear of using ice 
cream for ballast?’ asked the captain. 
“Well, that is what we used: for we 
had several gallons when we left Kan- 
sas citv, and what was left next morn- 
ing we threw overboard. 

“We had plenty of good things to 
eat en route. As a stove to heat soup. 
we put lime between two buckets and 
then slacked the lime. While passing 
over Chicago at noon Sunday we had 
our midday meal, eantaloupes, soup. 
hoiled eggs, cold tongue, coffee and 
wrape juice.” 

The balloon chart showed that after 
leaving Kansas City the Uncle Sam 
sailed off to the ‘north until it reached 
the north central part of Iowa; then 
it started eastward. Keeping across 
the northern part of Illinois and In- 
diana; thence southeastward across 
Ohio and through West Virginia, and 
over the mountains in Virginia. The 
highest altitude reached was about 
11,000 feet. 

After packing up their balloon and 
shipping it to St. Louis, Captain 
Honeywell and Donaldson § left for 
Washington.

Tampa, Fla., July 29.—Following «a 
tempestuous. session in his court room 
Guring the hearing of an election fraud 
case brought by socialists, fisticuffs be- 
ing engaged in and weapons drawn, 
Judge Thomas James dropped dead 
from apoplexy at 6 o'clock this after- 
noon. 

Judge James collapsed immediately 
following a personal encounter be- 
tween Dan Robinson, defeated socialist 


fl ecandidate for mayor, and Mitchell Mc- 


Kay, a brother of Mayor D. E. McKay, 
who was the successful opponent of 
Robinson. 

The trial had been one of sensa- 
tions, which drew a crowd which filled 
the court room to suffocation and over- 
flowed into the street. The fight be- 
tween Robinson and McKay followed a 
recess taken by the court immediately 
after J. W. Stafford, one of the ac- 
cused election inspectors, attempted 
to assault S. Camparetti, a witness for 
the prosecution, while Camparettl was 
testifying. 

[mmediately on reconvening counsel 
for the defense commenced arguing 
a motion to dismiss the defendants, 
when Judge James collapsed. He was 
hurried to his home nearby, where he 
died a few minutes later.
